All of which happened to William
., Johnson, & mild-mannered American
antisnloon crusnder who has seared
Merrle England half to death with
his prohibition cumpnign. He hag
even seored grent suecess In Glasgow,
where the cnnny Scots helleve with
Robert  Burmg  that “freedom  and
whisky gung theglther,™

Johnson was a student In the Uni-
versity of Nebraska something ke 30
yenrs ngo. He enganged In business in
Lincoln for a time, In the early nine-
ties bhe became connected with the
kovernment as an agent for running

Yo~

down men selling liguor to Indians, and while In this work he engaged in

many controversies and once nearly lost his life.

On account of the danger

connected with the work he adopted quiet but effective methods that gave
him the name of “Pussyfoot,” and put him well at the head of this branch of

the service,

He left the government serviee and became general agent and publielty

man for the Antisaloon league.

The success of the natlonal prohibition move-

ment encournged the league to begin work on the other slde, and Johnson was

sent to London to an office,

GLASS LEAVES TREASURY

FOR SENATE

Carter Gluss, secreinry of the
trensury, was appointed by Governor
Dinvis to snceecd the Inte Thomps S,
Martin as United States senator from
Virginin, Secretary Glnss consulted
Presldent Wilson and then announeed
that he would acoept the appointment,
The term of Senntor Martin would
have expired in 1025,

Mr. Glass wns a representative in
congress from the Lynchburg distriet
of Virginin aod was chalrman of the
committee on banking and currency
when o December, 1918, he was ap-
polnted by Presldent Wilson to sue-
cepd Willlam G. McAdoo a8 secretary
of the treasury. He is owner of the
Dally News of Lynchburg and the
Dafly Advance, an afternoon paper of
the same city, He Is sixty-one years
of age.

Mr. Glass was a member of the
Virginia state sennte for gix years be-
fore golng to congress, He was

elected to congress In 1002 and served there continuously as representutive of
the Rixth distriet of Virglnia up to the time of his appointment ns secretary

of the treasury.
